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Editorial  Comment 


THE  standards  by  which  educational  institutions  seek 
to  have  the  public  measure  what  any  particular 
institution  has  to  offer  are'  varied,  if  one  may  judge  by 
their  advertisements  or  catalogues.  One  emphasizes  the 
size  and  completeness  of  its  plant; 
another  the  prowess  of  its  athletic 
teams;  others  their  stadia  and  ath- 
letic fields ;  many  the  number  of  their 
students  and  the  long  list  of  teachers 
and  instructors.  Still  others  claim 
distinction  for  the  great  number  of 
courses  offered. 

It  is  impossible  to  select  any  test 
which  would  be  conclusive,  but  it 
does  seem  that  some  standard  by 
which  one  can  measure  the  product 
of  a  manufacturing  or  of  an  edu- 
cational institution  should  be  as 
good  as  any.  When  Professors  Kun- 
kel  and  Prentice,  of  Lafayette 
College,  after  a  careful  study  and 
compilation  of  names  of  college  and 
university  graduates  listed  in  Who  s 
Who  find  out  that,  on  a  percentage 
basis,  Hampden-Sydney  graduates 
lead  the  entire  nation,  passing  the 
great  universities  of  Harvard, 
Princeton  and  Yale,  it  would  seem 
that  Alumni  and  friends  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney have  just  reason  to  be 
proud.  It  is  no  doubt  true  that  some 
men  who,  by  their  achievements, 
deserve  to  be  in  Who' s  Who  do  not 
find  their  way  there  and  it  is  also 

true  that  quite  a  number,  doubtless,  so  listed,  do  not 
merit  this  recognition.  But,  by  and  large,  great  care  is 
exercised  in  the  selection  of  these  names  and,  after  care- 
ful inquiry,  only  those  who  have  achieved  something 
worth  while  are  eligible.  One  cannot  buy  space  in  Who'' s 
Who.  One  gets  there  only  by  his  merit  and,  while  the 
editors  of  Who's  Who  may  sometimes  err  in  their  choice, 
in  the  main,  the  test,  as  far  as  it  goes,  is  a  fair  one.  In 
fact,  it  is  about  the  best  test  that  we  have  yet  seen 
suggested,  and  Professors  Prentice  and  Kunkel  should  be 
commended  for  the  idea  and  for  the  results  which  their 
investigations  disclose.  Moreover,  Hampden-Sydney's 
rating  goes  a  long  way  to  justify  the  theory  that  the  small 
college  has  something  which  the  large  institutions  have 
not;  a  something  that  enables  it  to  compete  with  them 
and  compete  successfully. 
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PLANS  are  on  foot  for  a  golf  course  here.  The  land, 
lying  on  the  left  of  the  highway  as  one  approaches 
Hampden-Sydney  from  Farmville,  and  surrounding  "Way- 
side," provides  about  fifty  acres  of  rolling  ground  on  which 
a  nine-hole  course  can  be  readily 
laid  out  at  no  great  expense.  Some 
work  has  already  been  done  in  the 
way  of  clearing.  Nothing  is  more 
needed  at  Hampden-Sydney.  It  is 
just  the  form  of  recreation  for  the 
professors  and  their  families,  as  well 
as  for  a  number  of  students  who  do 
not  go  into  inter-collegiate  sports. 
Moreover,  it  would  mean  a  great 
deal  to  visiting  Alumni  to  know 
that  they  could  bring  their  clubs 
along  and  combine  with  t^ie  pleasure 
of  a  visit  to  old  scenes  and  old 
friends  that  peculiar  satisfaction 
that  seems  to  fasten  itself  on  all 
those  devoted  to  Bobby  Jones' 
game. 

Some  interested  Alumnus  who 
would  like  to  do  something  for  the 
College  could  find  no  more  effective 
way,  at  a  reasonable  cost  to  him- 
self, than  to  put  this  course  into 
shape  and  thereby  inscribe  his  name 
in  Hampden-Sydney's  Hall  of  Fame. 


O  be  merely  mentioned,  as  a 
general  rule,  does  not  carry 
\ery  much  with  it,  but  sometimes  to 
be  mentioned  at  all  is  a  distinct 
compliment.  When  the  great  coaches,  Dan  McGugin, 
Bob  Zuppke,  Howard  Jones  and  Bill  Roper,  were  picking 
their  All-American  Team  for  1930,  they  mentioned  Lloyd 
Arehart,  End  and  Captain  of  Hampden-Sydney's  football 
team.  He  was  one  of  the  two  Virginia  players  who  was 
mentioned.  Of  course,  he  did  not  win  a  place  on  this 
mythical  eleven,  but  when  one  recalls  the  great  number 
of  football  players  in  the  United  States  and  the  teams 
in  the  big  colleges,  that  Captain  Arehart's  playing  had 
attracted  the  attention  of  these  experts  is  indeed  remark- 
able and,  though  well  deserved,  was  unexpected. 

Moreover,  these  were  not  the  only  coaches  whose 
attention  was  attracted  to  him  and  his  name  appears  in 
other  lists  compiled  by  football  experts. 
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Hampden-Sydney's  Rating  in  Who's  Who

ON  the  morning  of  November  nth,  Prof.  H.  B. 
Overcash,  of  our  Faculty,  walked  into  the  office 
and  handed  me  a  copy  of  Time,  of  November  loth,  which 
contained  a  short  article  on  the  rating  gi\'en  by  fFho's 
Who  to  colleges  and  universities  throughout  the  United 
States.  This  was  the  very  first  news  we  had  that  the 
College  was  being  discussed  in  articles  and  editorials  in 
metropolitan  papers. 

Naturally,  the  regular  work  in  the  President's  office, 
in  the  Dean's  office  and  in  the  office  of  the  Financial 
Secretary  was  suspended.  In  a  few  minutes  George  L. 
Walker,  our  Alumni  Secretary,  walked  in  with  a  copy  of 
School  and  Society,  and  the  excitement  rose.  At  the  same 
time,  the  morning  mail  arrived  and  in  it  was  a  letter  from 
Dr.  Wortley  F.  Rudd,  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia,  congratulating  us  and  en- 
closing a  clipping  from  The  New  York  Times,  of  Novem- 
ber 9th,  which  had  an  extended  discussion  of  the  matter, 
with  the  title,  "Intellectual  Rating  of  Colleges  Made  on 
Basis  of  Graduates  in  Who's  Who."  Excitement  was  now 
at  fever  heat.  Why  not.'  "And  lo!  Ben  Adhem's  name 
led  all  the  rest." 

Aside  from  the  enormous  publicity  which  resulted 
when  the  Associated  Press  sent  out  an  article  on  the 
subject,  it  was  evident  that  there  were  great  possibilities 
for  further  publicity,  if  the  Alumni  and  friends  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, in  the  South  and  elsewhere,  could  be  induced 
to  have  their  daily  and  weekly  papers  discuss  the  subject 
in  articles  and  editorials.  The  Farmville  (Va.)  Herald 
(whose  editor  and  owner  is  J  Barrye  Wall,  '19,  always 
alert  to  help  his  Alma  Mater)  published  an  extended 
editorial  on  November  14th,  which  was  reproduced  in  a 
bulletin  sent  promptly  (i)  to  every  alumnus;  (2)  to  the 
parents  of  every  student  in  College;  (3)  to  every  minister 
in  the  Synod  of  Virginia  and  (4)  to  scores  of  friends  of 
the  College  in  dozens  of  states. 

This  editorial  is  reprinted  herewith  as  a  matter  of 
College  history: 

THE  SMALL  COLLEGE  GREAT 
hampden-sydney's  rating  in  who's  who 

School  and  Society  is  a  magazine  which  has  wide  circulation  in  uni- 
versity and  college  circles  throughout  the  United  States. 

In  the  November  issue  of  this  magazine  is  an  article  by  Professors 
Donald  B.  Prentice  and  B.  W.  Kunkel,  of  Lafayette  College,  Penn- 
sylvania. The  title  of  the  article  is  "The  Colleges'  Contributions  to  In- 
tellectual Leadership."  The  article  is  very  complete,  considering  its  sub- 
ject from  every  angle,  and  is  replete  with  statistical  tables. 

It  occurred  to  these  gentlemen  to  base  their  article  on  a  study  of 
college  and  university  .Alumni  included  in  Who's  IVIio  In  America. 
It  is  well  known  that  this  publication,  which  appears  annualh',  lists  the 
most  distinguished  men  and  women  in  the  United  States;  and  the  last 
volume  contains  the  names  of  about  29,000  men  and  women  and  gives, 
in  most  instances,  their  academic  backgrounds.  No  amount  of  mone>' 
can  buy  space  in  this  publication  and,  as  the  writers  state,  "The  com- 
pilation has  become  well  established  as  regards  accuracy." 

The  writers  well  say:  "Colleges  have  been  judged  by  endowment, 
equipment,  faculty  personnel  and  various  other  criteria,  but  undoubt- 
edly the  most  reliable  measure  is  the  quality  of  the  product." 

In  this  article  professional  degrees  were  not  considered,  nor  were 
graduate  degrees,  e.xcept  four-year  engineering  degree*  at  recognized  un- 
dergraduate colleges,  such  as  Stevens  and  Worcester  Polytechnic  Insti- 


tutes. The  purpose  of  the  article  is  to  show  how  the  colleges  and  collegiate 
departments  of  universities  stand  in  Who's  Who;  and  only  graduates  of 
these  are  considered. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  Alumni  and  friends  of  Hampden-Sydney  to 
know  that  this  very  elaborate  study  in  this  magazine  Hampden-Sydney 
receives  extended  notice  and  discussion.  It  is  even  more  gratifying  to 
learn  that  Hampden-Sydney  leads  the  nation's  colleges  and  universities 
in  its  percentage  of  living  .Alumni  in  ll'ho's  Who.  In  other  words,  it  is 
shown  that  of  the  living  Alumni  who  are  graduates  of  their  colleges, 
Hampden-Sydney  has  a  larger  percentage  of  names  in  Who's  Who  than 
any  other  college  in  the  United  States. 

One  of  the  tables  shows  the  distribution  of  holders  of  bachelor  de- 
grees listed  in  Who's  Who,  and  139  colleges  are  listed  in  this  table.  This 
gives  the  gross  number,  not  the  percentages  in  proportion  to  graduates, 
and  even  in  this  table  Hampden-Sydney  ranks  out  of  all  proportion  to 
its  small  numbers. 

The  New  York  TimeSy  of  November  9th,  in  an  extended  article,  has 
a  very  interesting  discussion  of  this  matter,  but  considers  onh'  the  first 
twenty  institutions  listed.  These  are  tabulated  under  "percentage  of 
living  Alumni  in  Who's  Who."  The  table  they  give  is  as  follows:

The  New  York  Times  makes  this  significant  statement:  "The  high- 
scoring  college,  Hampden-Sydney,  it  is  pointed  out,  has  apparently  made 
the  attainment  of  its  degree  particularly  arduous."  The  article  in  School 
and  Society,  on  which  the  comment  of  The  New  York  Times  is  based,  has 
this  to  say: 

"That  there  may  be  a  close  connection  between  the  index  and 
the  difficulty  in  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  degree  is  indicat- 
ed by  the  case  of  Hampden-Sydney.  The  very  high  percentage  of 
graduates  from  this  institution  in  Who's  Who  is  noteworthy,  but 
equally  so  is  the  fact  that  although  there  are  700  living  recipients 
of  the  bachelor's  degree  from  this  college,  there  are  2,300  living  ex- 
students  who,  for  one  reason  or  another,  failed  to  obtain  the  de- 
gree. Another  factor  which  must  be  taken  into  account  is  the 
decreasing  enrollment  of  Hampden-Sydney.  .  .  .  Comparison  is 
hardly  fair,  therefore,  with  growing  institutions  which  have  large 
groups  of  recent  graduates." 
Two  errors  are  apparent  in  the  above  statement.  While  there  are 
700  living  graduates  of  Hampden-Sydney  (not  counting  the  last  two 
years),  there  are  only  1,600  (not  2,300)  "living  ex-students  who,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  failed  to  obtain  the  degree." 

The  second  error  is  the  statement  that  there  is  a  "decreasing  enroll- 
ment at  Hampden-Sydney."  Twelve  years  ago  the  enrollment  was  89. 
Up  to  that  time  the  enrollment,  from  1776,  had  averaged  about  100  each 
year.  In  the  last  twelve  years  the  enrollment  has  grown  from  89  to  274, 
last  session.  Certainly  this  does  not  indicate  "a  decreasing  enrollment." 
We  respectfully  submit,  therefore,  that  "comparison  is  fair  with  growing 
institutions  which  have  large  groups  of  recent  graduates." 

The  Faculty  and  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  overwhelming  majority 
of  the  students  do  not  regard  the  attainment  of  a  degree  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  "particularly  arduous."  The  courses  are  not  "arduous,"  but 
thorough.  The  results  seem  to  justify  this  position. 

Advance  copies  of  the  first  part  of  this  editorial 
(through  the  table)  were  obtained  from  The  Herald  office 
and  sent  at  once  to  Alumni  and  friends  in  nearly  every 
city  in  the  South,  with  a  letter  requesting  them  to  see  the 
editors  of  their  city  papers  and  to  have  articles,  or  edi- 
torials, or  both,  printed  if  it  could  be  arranged. 
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In  Virginia,  responses  were  received  from  every  city 
except  Fredericksburg,  Petersburg  and  Norfolk;  edi- 
torials appearing  in  The  Roanoke  Times,  Staunton  Leader, 
Lynchburg  News,  Danville  Register,  Richmond  Times- 
Dispatch,  Newport  Netvs  Times-Herald,  and  an  article  in 
The  Winchester  Star.  The  editorial  in  The  Farmville 
Herald  was  reproduced  in  The  Blackstone  (Va.)  Courier 
and  The  South  Boston  (Va.)  News.  Good  editorials  ap- 
peared in  The  Virginia  Star,  of  Culpeper,  Va.,  and  The 
Eastern  Shore  Herald,  of  Onancock,  Va.  Of  the  many 
editorials,  one  of  the  very  best  was  in  The  Presbyterian  of 
The  South,  of  December  3d,  published  in  Richmond,  Va. 

Rev.  J.  Harry  Whitmore,  D.  D.,  of  Wilmington,  N.  C, 
saw  to  it  that  a  handsome  editorial  appeared  in  The 
JJ'ilmington  Morning  Star.  Rev.  J.  A.  Bryan,  D.  D.,  of 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  was  prompt  in  having  The  Herald  edi- 
torial reproduced  in  The  Birmingham  (.'\la.)  News.  Rev. 
John  W.  Paxton,  of  Danville,  kindly  sent  a  copy  of  the 
editorial  from  The  Danville  Register.  Dr.  Alexander 
Sprunt,  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  saw  the  editor  of  The  Charles- 
ton Evening  Post  at  once,  and  this  resulted  in  a  very 
handsome  editorial.  Mrs.  Stella  Hutcheson  Dabney,  of 
Dallas,  Texas,  went  to  the  office  of  The  Dallas  News, 
with  a  request  for  a  notice,  but  Herbert  Kann,  '30,  had 
already  written  an  article  which  had  appeared  that 
morning.  However,  an  editorial  followed. 

Of  course,  Donald  Cork,  of  Charleston,  W.  \'a. 
(always  ready  to  help  the  College),  "got  busy,"  with  the 
result  that  articles  appeared  in  The  Charleston  (W.  Va.) 
Mail  and  The  Charleston  Gazette.  Dr.  A.  W.  McWhorter, 
now  head  of  the  Department  of  Latin  in  the  University 
of  Tennessee,  and  formerly  of  our  Faculty,  saw  to  it  that 
a  very  handsome  editorial  appeared  in  The  Knoxville 
JournaL 

Editor  Tom  Wallace,  of  The  Louisville  (Ky.)  Times 
not  only  wrote  a  nice  editorial,  but  took  the  time  to 
write  a  letter,  enclosing  a  copy,  and  stated  that  his 
attention  had  been  called  to  the  matter  by  Dandridge 
Spotswood  (another  interested  alumnus).  G.  R.  Turner, 
'20,  also  sent  a  copy  of  this  editorial,  with  a  letter  of 
congratulation. 

A  prompt  response  was  received  from  Dr.  Edward  H. 
Richardson,  '00,  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  enclosing  a  lengthy 
discussion  in  The  Baltimore  Sun  and  expressing  his  deep 
gratification  at  the  fine  showing  made  by  the  College  he 
loves  so  well. 

Dr.  J.  Layton  Mauze,  of  Kansas  City, Mo.,  an  Alumnus 
of  whom  Hampden-Sydney  is  justly  proud,  sent  a  copy 
of  The  Kansas  City  Star,  which  reproduced  in  full  a 
lengthy  editorial  from  The  St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat. 
Dr.  F.  B.  Kann,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  whose  son  graduated 
here  in  1930,  got  the  ear  of  the  editor  of  The  Patriot  and 
Evening  News,  and  this  resulted  in  a  handsome  editorial. 

Of  course,  there  have  been  scores  of  articles  and 
editorials  in  other  papers,  but  it  evidently  has  not  oc- 
curred to  a  considerable  number  of  our  Alumni  that  these 
would  be  greatly  valued  and  placed  on  file  in  our  College 
Library.  For  example,  one  Alumnus  wrote  that  he  had 
seen  two  editorials — but  he  failed  to  send  them  to  us  and 
did  not  state  what  papers  published  them.  We  are  hoping 
that  we  will  hear  from  many  of  these  later. 

Dr.  Samuel  E.  Osbourn,  '01,  Head  Master  of  German- 
town  Academy,  Pa.,  saw  an  editorial  in  The  Boston 
Herald  and  forwarded  it  promptly  with  an  enthusiastic 
letter,  at  the  same  time  requesting  that  fifteen  Bulletins 
be  forwarded  to  him  at  once  so  that  he  could  bring  them 
to  the  attention  of  some  of  his  friends.  A  similar  request 


came  from  William  C.  Pancake,  '11,  for  the  same  purpose. 

It  would  take  the  entire  space  of  the  Alumni  Record 
— and  more — to  publish  the  editorials  and  articles  which 
have  appeared  in  the  newspapers  that  have  been  received. 
It  is  believed  that  a  few  extracts  will  be  of  interest  to 
alumni  and  friends.  First  of  all,  a  whimsical  remark  from 
Father  Byrd  (W.  B.  Southall,  1910)  in  The  Richmond 
Times-Dispatch: 

We  hope  that  in  the  football  game  here  Saturday  against  the  Uni- 
versity of  Richmond,  Hampden-Sydney  will  substitute  for  all  that 
intellectuality  ascribed  to  it  by  the  Lafayette  professors  a  few  well- 
executed  forward  passes.  They  are  more  effective  on  such  occasions 
than  a  whole  college  curriculum. 

In  its  editorial  The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  said: 
This  is  a  record  in  which  Hampden-Sydney  may  take  just  pride.  It 
stamps  the  college  as  a  potent  influence  in  the  intellectual  life  of  .America. 
The  founders  of  the  institution  hoped  it  would  be  a  place  not  only  where 
men  could  obtain  a  well-rounded  education,  but  where  they  could  be 
fitted,  in  every  sense,  to  assume  the  duties  of  citizenship.  This  hope  has 
been  abundantly  fulfilled  .  .  In  the  atmosphere,  there,  is  an  indefinable 
quality  that  spurs  them  on  in  later  days. 

The  St.  Louis  Globe-Democrat,  in  its  lengthy  editorial, 
says: 

If  the  purpose  of  the  Who's  Who  publication  is  considered,  it  will  be 
seen  to  offer  a  rather  discriminating  test  for  classifying  .Americans  .  .  . 
In  this  sense,  then,  the  publication  may  be  looked  on  as  a  compendium 
on  men  of  success,  measured  by  rather  rigid  standards,  ."^t  any  rate  .  .  . 
there  is  no  other  test  as  full  and  convenient  .  .  . 

Still  another  possible  classification  is  in  accordance  with  the  ratio 
of  ll'hu's  /Fho  names  to  all  living  graduates,  and  in  this  list  Harvard 
stands  third.  And  what  institution  may  it  be  supposed,  stands  first, 
at  the  head  of  all  other  ."American  centers  of  higher  learning.'  It  is  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, in  Virginia,  among  the  incorporators  of  which  were  Patrick 
Henry  and  James  Madison. 

The  significance  of  the  analysis  is  in  showing  . .  .  the  vital  importance 
of  some  kind  of  higher  training  to  our  youth. 

The  Knoxville  Journal  says: 

New  honors  have  come  to  the  famous  old  college  of  Hampden- 
Sydney,  with  its  name  leading  the  entire  list  in  the  per  cent,  of  living 
.Muinni  who  are  given  place  in  Who's  Who. 

Among  various  measuring  rods  of  achievement  whose  standards 
award  the  colleges  and  universities  this  or  that  or  the  other  verdict, 
according  to  the  fashion  of  their  victories,  in  the  present  case  it  is  the 
listing  of  -Alumni  named  in  our  national  Who's  Who  In  America  that 
puts  I-fampden-Sydney  at  the  top  of  a  special  and  honored  list  .  .  . 

Hampden-Sydney  is  venerable  beyond  the  most  and  of  incontestable 
accomplishment.  In  history  and  atmosphere  it  holds  an  affection  all  its 
own  and  a  place  unique  in  the  history  of  Southern  education  .  .  . 

The  South  looks  to  it  with  deep  respect  for  its  long  life  and  its  high 
traditions,  and  with  new  pride  for  this  most  recent  of  its  honors. 

The  Boston  (Mass.)  Herald  says,  among  other  things: 
The  striking  thing  revealed  by  a  little  study  of  the  two  tabulations 
is,  for  example,  that  Harvard  is  far  in  the  lead  of  the  grand  total  of 
graduates  included,  and  becomes  third  in  the  percentage  of  living  .Alumni 
who  have  a  place  in  Who's  IFho;  that  Yale  is  second  in  the  first  list  and 
sixth  in  the  second  list;  that  Princeton,  third  in  the  first  list,  becomes 
ninth  in  the  second;  .  .  .  and  that  Hampden-Sydney,  a  famous  old 
institution  in  Virginia,  now  having  254  students,  is  number  71  in  the 
first  list,  and  in  the  second  list  goes  to  the  top  as  number  one. 

Editor  Tom  Wallace,  of  The  Louisville  (Ky.)  Times, 
says : 

Hampden-Sydney,  a  small,  but  long-distinguished  college  in  a 
strictly  rural  situation,  in  Prince  Edward  County,  Virginia,  leads  all 
American  Colleges  in  the  percentage  of  living  alumni  in  Who's  Who  In 
America  .  .  . 

It  is  not  necessary  to  attend  a  great  university  to  get  a  bachelor's 
degree  which  educators  respect .  .  .  The  great  little  college  is  a  great 
American  institution.  And  great,  among  the  great,  is  Hampden-Sydney. 

The  Newport  News  Times-Herald  says : 

Hampden-Sydney  College  has  received  a  high  compliment  and  a 
deal  of  favorable  publicity  from  the  recently  published  fact  that  it 
leads  all  American  higher  institutions  of  learning  in  the  percentage  of  its 
graduates  listed  in  Who's  Who  In  America  .  .  . 

The  record  of  the  small,  though  vigorous,  institution  can  be  a  source 
of  pride  and  gratitude  to  Virginians  and  a  vindication  of  the  worth  and 
power  of  the  small  college  in  a  day  when  mere  size  is  apt  to  be  mistaken 
for  value,  larger  student  bodies  for  influence,  and  the  copiousness  of 
diplomas  for  success. 
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The  Presbyterian  oj  the  South,  in  an  excellent  editorial, 
closes  with  this  comment  and  practical  suggestion: 

In  order  that  this  old  College,  with  a  record  that  is  not  equaled  by 
any  other,  may  do  the  work  the  Church  wants  it  to  do,  it  needs  more 
students  to  be  taught  and  fitted  for  life's  work,  and  it  needs  more  money 
to  enable  it  to  do  its  work  even  better  than  it  has  been  doing  it.  Presby- 
terians have  plenty  of  fine  boys,  and  plenty  of  money.  Send  them  both  to 
Hampden-Sydney.  No  mistake  will  be  made  in  doine  this. 

The  Wilmington  (N.  C.)  Morni^ig  Star  has  this  to  say: 
To  critics  of  the  South  it  may  come  as  a  distinct  and  unpleasant  sur- 
prise, but  it  remains  true  that  a  check-up  of  College  Alumni  in  Who's  Who 
In  America  reveals  that  Hampden-Sydney  College,  in  \'irginia,  has  a 
greater  percentage  of  distinguished  graduates  than  any  other  college  or 
university  in  America. 

This  record,  regardless  of  what  it  may  or  may  not  prove,  is  a  source 
of  gratification  to  the  friends  of  all  small  colleges. 

The  Dallas  (Texas)  News  makes  a  short  but  sharp 
comment,  when  it  says: 

Hampden-Sydney  hasn't  "made"  the  institutional  Who's  Who  of 
the  great  sports  page  of  newspapers.  Her  All-Americans  weren't  foot- 
ball Ail-Americans. 

The  Staunton  (Va.)  Evening  Leader  says: 

An  article  appearing  in  a  recent  number  of  a  magazine.  School  and 
Society,  pays  deserving  tribute  to  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  is  re- 
ceiving wide  and  marked  attention  and  bringing  forth  praiseworthy  com- 
ment for  Hampden-Sydney's  worth  as  an  educational  institution  .  .  . 

Many  of  the  big  universities,  with  their  immense  endowments  and 
long  roll  of  professors  giving  instruction  on  every  conceivable  subject, 
come  far  down  on  the  list  .  .  . 

Few  of  the  men  who  have  obtained  literary  greatness,  or  greatness 
in  invention  or  other  fields,  have  attempted  at  schools  to  do  more  than 
ground  themselves  well  in  fundamentals  and  to  train  their  minds  to  study. 
The  small  college,  with  its  closer  contacts,  admirably  functions  in  this 
work. 

The  Harrisburg  (Pa.)  Patriot  and  Evening  News  pre- 
faces its  admirable  editorial  with  the  heading,  Measuring 
College  Men.  It  says: 

While  a  listing  in  JFho's  Who  is  not,  nor  is  it  claimed  to  be,  infallible 
proof  of  success,  there  is  so  much  distinction  involved  that  college  pro- 
fessors in  a  recent  survey  chose  to  accept  this  register  as  an  index  of  the 
prominence  of  college  graduates  .  .  . 

It  found,  naturally,  that  old  and  distinguished  institutions  like 
Harvard,  Yale  and  Princeton  had  the  great  majority  of  names.  Then  it 
was  thought  wise  to  ascertain  how  the  colleges  rank  as  to  the  percentage 
of  their  Alumni  who  made  Who's  Who,  and  then  some  startling  discov- 
eries were  made. 

Of  all  the  institutions  in  the  country,  Hampden-Sydney,  in  Virginia, 
topped  the  list  with  7.45  per  cent,  of  its  graduates  enrolled  in  the  book. 
Amherst  stood  second.  Harvard,  third  .  .  . 

The  achievement  of  Hampden-Sydney  is  arousing  wide  comment. 
It  is  an  old  institution,  operating  since  1876,  but  with  an  average  en- 
rollment of  only  100  since  its  birth,  until  recently,  and  to-day  witfi  only 
700  living  graduates  and  1,600  non-grads  .  .  .  While,  to  be  sure.  Who's 
Who  is  not  the  final  arbiter  of  success  of  college  men,  its  selections  are 
significant  and  for  an  institution  to  have  nearly  eight  out  of  every  one 
hundred  of  its  graduates  prominent  enough  to  be  so  recognized  is  a 
satisfaction,  not  merely  to  Hampden-Sydney  men  but  to  the  sm.all 
college  groups  everywhere. 

The  professors  who  made  the  study  not  inaccurately  wrote  that 
"colleges  have  been  judged  by  endowment,  equipment,  faculty  personnel 
and  various  other  criteria,  but  undoubtedly  the  most  reliable  measure  is 
the  quality  of  the  product."  It  is  difiicult  to  disagree  with  this  observa- 
tion. When  college  administrators  generally  recognize  this  fact,  there  will 
be  less  exploitation  of  other  claims. 

The  Charleston  (S.  C.)  Evening  Post,  in  an  excellent 
editorial,  says: 

In  the  percentage  of  living  Alumni  thus  recorded,  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  in  Virginia,  takes  first  place  with  7.45  per  cent.  ...  In  the  first 
twenty  colleges  listed,  the  small  colleges  predominate. 

Hampden-Sydney  is  a  college  under  Presbyterian  auspices,  situated 
in  a  small  Virginia  town.  Twelve  j'ears  ago  its  enrollment  of  students  was 
89.  Up  to  that  time  the  average  enrollment,  since  1776,  was  about  100. 
It  has  at  present  274  students.  That  an  Institution  of  such  slight  numer- 
ical consequence  should  evidence  so  high  a  degree  of  excellence  in  the 
quality  of  its  product  has  a  significance  that  is  well  worth  the  careful  con- 
sideration of  educators.  It  argues  for  the  small  college  a  quality  of  train- 
ing, whether  that  be  in  thoroughness  of  instruction  or  in  development  of 
personality  or  whatever  else,  that  may  inhere  in  the  restriction  of  the 
number. 


Whatever  lesson  may  be  ultimately  derived  from  this  interesting 
study,  there  is,  in  the  fact  that  a  very  small  institution  has,  for  more 
than  a  century  and  a  half,  so  well  discharged  its  high  mission  that  its 
.'\lumni  score  first  in  percentage  of  distinction  among  the  graduates  of 
American  colleges,  something  for  pride  and  satisfaction  and  content 
against  the  discouraging  disparity  between  the  material  endowment 
of  great  Northern  universities  and  the  inconspicuous  and  barely  sup- 
ported little  colleges  in  the  South,  which  have  come  down  from  an  elder 
day  when  their  foundations  were  well  laid. 

The  Lynchburg  (Va.)  News  says: 

Hampden-Sydney  College  is  entitled  to,  and  will  receive,  con- 
gratulations upon  the  announcement  of  two  Lafayette  College  professors 
that  this  \'irginia  College  can  boast  a  higher  percentage  of  living  gradu- 
ates in  Who's  Who  than  any  other  college  in  the  country.  Small  colleges 
generally  may  share  in  that  congratulation,  inasmuch  as  the  figures 
compiled  show  that  most  of  those  heading  the  list  are  small  colleges. 

The  JVitichester  Star  says: 

The  fact  that  a  Virginia  college  should  lead  the  country  is  particu- 
larly interesting  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  other  colleges  of  the  South 
or  Middle  West  were  among  even  the  first  twenty.  North  Carolina  is 
twenty-first,  and  it  is  the  first  Southern  institution  to  be  mentioned 
after  the  leader,  Hampden-Sydney. 

The  Roanoke  Times  states  that  this  showing  made  by 
Hampden-Sydney  is  ...  . 

...  a  splendid  tribute  to  the  work  done  at  the  small  colleges  in 
fitting  young  men  for  the  serious  work  of  life.  After  all,  there  is  more 
to  a  college  education  than  a  football  team,  and  gridiron  victories  are  not 
as  all-important  as  they  possibly  seem  in  the  excitement  of  the  moment. 
The  triumph  of  Hampden-Sydney  is  the  triumph  of  the  small  college, 
and  alumni  of  Roanoke.  Randolph-Macon,  Emory  and  Henry,  and  all 
the  rest,  may  well  share  the  satisfaction  with  which  Hampden-Sydney 
men  have  treated  the  announcement. 

The  Danville  (Va.)  Register  says:  "What  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  had  for  generations  has  been  one  of  the  most 
select  student  bodies  of  any  small  college  in  the  United 
States,"  and  it  believes,  rightly,  that  this  has  a  great 
deal  to  do  with  the  record  made. 

One  of  the  best  discussions  of  this  whole  matter  is 
contained  in  a  very  thoughtful  letter  written  by  Mr. 
John  W.  Hester,  of  Durham,  N.  C,  an  alumnus  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina.  This  letter  appeared  in 
the  daily  papers  of  Asheville,  Charlotte,  High  Point, 
Greensboro,  Durham,  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C,  and  Rich- 
mond, Virginia.  It  deserves  reproduction  in  its  entirety, 
but  we  have  space  for  only  a  short  extract.  He  says  that 
"the  most  outstanding  fact  or  showing  is  that  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney with  52,  which  is  the  highest  percentage  of 
any  institution  in  the  entire  country."  He  then  gives 
what  he  believes  to  be  the  reasons  for  the  high  numerical 
standing  of  Harvard,  Yale  and  Princeton,  and  the  lower 
numerical  standing  of  State  institutions;  and  then  says: 

This  generalization,  however,  does  not  explain  Hampden-Sydney 
and  her  type  of  institution  in  the  life  of  America.  She  is  old,  in  fact,  one 
among  the  oldest,  having  been  established  in  1776.  Furthermore,  among 
her  Alumni  have  been  Presidents  of  the  L'nited  States,  and  her  Board 
of  Trustees  has  included  such  men  as  Patrick  Henry  and  James  Madison. 
But  she  has  never  been  large  or  had  an  endowment,  and  to-day  she  is 
doing  her  utmost  to  save  her  A-grade  rating  in  the  Southern  Association 
of  Colleges  by  raising  a  half-million-dollar  endowment.  (Mr.  Hester 
means  that  Hampden-Sydney  may  lose  her  membership  in  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Southern  Colleges.  She  will  not  lose  her  A-grade  rating,  unless 
she  lowers  her  standards,  which  she  has  no  intention  of  doing.  Her  gradu- 
ates enter  Harvard,  Yale,  Princeton,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Johns 
Hopkins,  L'niversity  of  Virginia,  and  like  institutions  on  the  rating  given 
by  these  institutions,  which  have  regard  for  actual  standards  and  do 
not  consider  membership  in  any  association  as  a  siiie  qua  noti.) 

Succeed  or  not,  she  will  not  suspend  operation  nor  will  her  .Alumni 
cease  to  register  in  Who's  Who.  Why.'  Because  there,  as  elsewhere  on 
the  small  college  campus,  is  an  ozone  of  earnestness  and  sincerity  that 
you  don't  and  can't  find  on  the  campus  of  the  large  college  or  university. 
Furthermore,  she  is  not  co-educational  and  is  located  away  from  the 
amusements  and  distractions  of  city  life,  both  of  which  facts  conduce  to 
continuous,  concentrated  study. 

Another  factor  favorable  to  the  development  of  rugged  manhood  is 
the  usual  absence  of  ease  and  extravagant  living  on  the  part  of  the 
Faculty.  In  fact,  most  of  the  Faculty,  from  the  head  down,  are  making 
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sacrifices  and  teaching  largely  for  the  love  of  teaching.  Nothing  is 
so  needed  to-day  as  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  dollar  and  the  things 
that  the  dollar  can  buy,  are  but  secondary  to  a  full,  well-rounded  and 
useful  life.  In  these  things  the  small  college  has  the  large  college  and 
university  beat  a  hundred  ways,  and  this  fact  explains  their  contribution 
to  the  fullness  and  wholesomeness  of  American  life. 

C.  R.  Hamrick,  '27,  also  sent  the  clipping  from  Times, 
with  a  good  letter,  as  did  Mrs.  Dorothea  Watkins,  then 
in  the  Catskills;  Rev.  J.  Kent  Parker  sent  the  letter  of 
John  W.  Hester,  from  The  Charlotte  (N.  C.)  Observer,  and 
Rev.  A.  P.  Dickson  the  same  letter  from  The  Greensboro 
(N.  C.)  Daily  News.  Mr.  J.  Scott  Parrish  sent  the  edi- 
torial from  The  Harrisburg  (Pa.)  Patriot. 

Besides  the  letter  from  Dr.  Rudd,  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  have  come  from  sister  institutions  the 
following  letters,  which  are  highly  prized.  President 
R.  E.  Blackwell,  of  Randolph-Macon  College,  at  Ashland, 
Va.,  writes  a  fine  and  generous  letter: 

I  have  been  very  much  gratified  by  what  everybody  has  been  saying 
about  Hampden-Sydney  lately.  I  hope  something  worth  while  in  dollars 
and  cents  will  come  to  the  College  as  a  result  of  it. 

Will  you  not  get  your  Alumni  Secretary  to  give  me  the  names  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  men  who  are  in  New  York  and  tell  me  what  they  are 
doing.'  I  know  one  of  them  and  wrote  him  once  that  if  he  were  an  .Alum- 
nus of  our  college  and  if  he  did  not  get  a  million  or  so  dollars  for  us,  I 
would  disown  him. 

I  might  have  an  opportunity  to  make  use  of  the  information  that  I 
am  asking  for  to  the  good  of  Hampden-Sydney  and  I  should  like  very 
much  to  be  of  service.  By  the  way,  have  you  clippings  from  the  New 
York  papers  commenting  on  the  article  that  appeared  in  School  and 
Society?  I  should  like  very  much  to  see  what  the  New  York  papers  had  to 
say. 

This  is  indeed  praise  from  a  high  source. 

Dr.  E.  G.  Swem,  Lafayette,  '93,  the  gifted  Librarian 
of  the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  writes: 

Just  a  line  to  offer  congratulations  over  the  fine  showing  made  by 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  study  of  names  in  Who's  Who.  You  should  feel 
very  proud  of  this,  and  should  feel  encouraged  to  continue  in  a  standard 
of  thoroughness. 

It  is  a  disgrace  that  Hampden-Sydney  has  not  been  better  remem- 
bered by  friends  of  education.  I  hope  that  the  fine  record  of  the  College, 
as  shown  in  Who's  Who.  will  develop  some  good  friends,  and  I  believe  it 
will. 

Professor  Dabney  S.  Lancaster,  of  the  University  of 
Alabama,  writes: 

Hampden-Sydney  occupies  an  enviable  position  in  standing  at  the 
top  of  a  list  containing  those  institutions  known  throughout  the  country 
for  high  scholarship. 

I  have  often  wondered  why  you  did  not  attempt  to  interest  not  only 
the  Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  but  the  sons  and  grandsons  and  great- 
grandsons  of  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  in  your  endowment  fund  drive. 

This  suggestion  may  be  out  of  place,  coming  from  a  poor  college 
professor  who  could  hardly  add  very  much  to  such  a  fund,  but  I  do  know 
that  there  are  man}^  of  us  whose  grandfathers  and  great-grandfathers 
attended  Hampden-Sydney  and  sat  upon  her  Board  of  Trustees  who 
take  the  same  sort  of  pride  in  the  Institution  that  they  do  in  their  own 
Alma  Maters. 

Another  highly  valued  letter  is  from  Mr.  Paul  G. 
Mclntire,  of  Charlottesville,  Va.,  who  writes: 

Just  a  line  to  congratulate  you  and  Hampden-Sydney  College  on  the 
wonderful  outstanding  honor  that  has  come  to  the  College,  in  the  large 
number  of  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  in  Who's  Who;  outranking  every 
college  and  university  in  America  (Harvard  not  excepted),  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  your  students. 

This  should  give  you  a  great  thrill,  and  with  this  information  put 
before  the  men  of  wealth  in  Virginia  it  should  make  every  Presbyterian 
in  Virginia  "come  across"  in  such  a  way  that  it  would  be  impossible  for 
your  drive  to  be  anything  but  a  great  success. 

Dr.  R.  A.  Moore,  our  College  Physician,  received  the 
following  letter  from  Dr.  Stewart  R.  Roberts,  Head  of 
the  Department,  and  Professor,  of  Medicine  in  the 
Medical  School  of  Emory  University,  Georgia: 

I  thank  you  for  your  enclosure  on  "The  Small  College  Great."  I 
was  greatly  stimulated  by  reading  the  percentage  of  living  Alumni  in 


Who's  Who,  and  have  just  called  the  Emory  Alumni  Secretary  to  have 
him  print  it,  if  he  will,  in  the  Emory  Jlumnus. 

It  is  an  exceedingly  interesting  contribution,  and  it  shows  the  effect 
of  the  spiritual  Christian  attitude  and  Christian  environment  with  open 
arms  to  science  and  service  and,  above  all,  the  thing  that  you  probably 
overlook,  the  culture  and  background  of  Virginia  life. 

Mr.  J.  Maryon  Saunders,  Alumni  Secretary  of  the 
LIniversity  of  North  Carolina,  and  editor  of  The  Alumni 
Revieiv,  writes  to  Mr.  George  L.  Walker,  our  Alumni 
Secretary: 

Please  let  me  congratulate  your  College  upon  the  very  fine  showing 
which  it  makes  in  this  survey.  Incidentally,  we  were  able  to  give  Hamp- 
den-Sydney some  good  publicity  in  The  Review,  and  later  in  the  State 
Press  of  North  Carolina.

The  letters  that  have  come  from  Alumni  and  friends 
are  keenly  appreciated, 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Dr.  D.  Maurice  Allan, 
of  our  Faculty,  and  George  L.  Walker,  our  Alumni 
Secretary,  has  kindly  compiled  for  this  issue  the  names  and 
records  of  our  graduates  who  are  in  IVho^s  Who  In  Amer- 
ica, 1928-29,  from  which  volume  this  rating  was  made  by 
Professors  Kunkel  and  Prentice  for  School  and  Society. 
Incidentally,  our  committee  finds  fifty-five  names  of 
Hampden-Sydney  graduates,  instead  of  fifty-two,  in 
that  volume  of  JVho's  Who.  This  gives  us  a  rating  of 
7.86  instead  of  7.41;  per  cent. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  ask  Alumni  and  friends  to  send 
to  George  L.  Walker  or  myself  any  and  all  newspaper 
and  magazine  clippings  which  bear  on  this  matter;  giving 
the  names  and  dates  of  the  publications.

Prohibition — Index  Manual,  is  the  title  of  a  law  book 
by  Herbert  Bouldin  Hawes,  recently  from  the  press  of 
the  Michie  Company,  Law  Publishers,  Charlottesville, 
Virginia.  Mr.  Hawes  has  had  wide  experience  as  a  writer 
of  law  books  and  this  volume,  the  first  he  has  gotten  out 
for  several  years,  shows  that  he  has  lost  none  of  his  skill 
and  is  very  much  at  home.  The  book  has  special 
reference  to  the  prohibition  laws  of  Virginia  and  West 
Virginia  as  enforced  in  the  State  Courts,  but  consideration 
is  also  given  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  in  particular, 
the  Volstead  Act. 

The  work  represents  a  tremendous  amount  of  study 
and  research.  Hundreds  of  cases  have  been  read  and 
digested  and  the  text  has  innumerable  citations  to  cases, 
references  to  which  are  found  in  the  foot  notes.  While  the 
book  is  primarily  a  digest,  it  is  more  than  that,  and, 
though  the  author  states  in  his  preface  that  the  conclusions 
of  the  text  are  not  meant  to  settle  the  law  but  are  more  in 
the  way  of  suggestions,  nevertheless,  these  conclusions 
will  have  great  weight  with  the  investigator.  The  book 
should  prove  of  invaluable  assistance  to  prosecuting 
attorneys  and  lawyers  defending  those  charged  with  the 
violation  of  the  liquor  laws  and  save  them  an  immense 
amount  of  work. 

When  one  sees  the  great  number  of  cases  referred  to 
bearing  on  this  question,  he  can  readily  see  what  a  tre- 
mendous part  of  our  court  work  has  to  do  with  the  subject 
of  prohibition;  and  if  the  success  of  the  noble  experiment 
is  to  be  judged  by  the  vast  number  of  decisions  handed 
down  by  our  appellate  courts,  its  most  ardent  supporter 
should  be  entirely  satisfied. 


Another  book  from  the  pen  of  H.  L  Brock  appeared  in 
October — Colonial  Churches  in  Virginia  being  its  title. 
It  is  illustrated  by  splendid  photographs  by  Miss  Frances 
Benjamin  Johnston,  with  an  introduction  by  Dr.  H.  J. 
Eckenrode.  "The  Crossroads  Church,"  a  Virginia,  insti- 
tution, presents  the  subject  as  a  whole  and  descriptions  of 
each  of  the  thirty-eight  church  buildings  are  found  in 
connection  with  each  of  the  photographs.  Mr.  Brock 
points  out  that  churches  in  Virginia  were  placed  at  cross 
roads  remote  from  any  habitation,  unlike  those  in  New 
England  which  nestled  in  villages,  for  Virginia  was  from 
the  beginning  "devoted  to  large  land  holdings,  uncompro- 
misingly rural."  The  book  is  from  the  Dale  Press,  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  and  the  edition  is  limited  to  some  two 
thousand  copies.  It  has  received  high  praise  in  the  press, 
the  review  recently  appearing  in  the  Richmond  Times- 
Dispatch  stating  that  it  should  be  one  of  the  fifty  out- 
standing books  of  the  year. 
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Judge  William  Lee  Estes

THERE  was  no  stronger  man,  and  none  more  high- 
minded,  connected  with  Hampden-Sydney,  either  in 
the  faculty  or  in  the  student  body,  during  my  college  days 
than  my  dear  friend  and  classmate,  Lee  Estes,  who 
passed  to  his  reward  in  Texarkana,  June  14,  1930,  in  the 
sixtieth  year  of  his  life.  I  have  no  richer  or  finer  memory 
of  my  undergraduate  life  at  Hampden-Sydney  than  the 
memory  of  a  singularly  intimate  association,  intellectual 
and  spiritual,  with  him.  He  set  the  pace  for  all  the  rest 
of  us  in  the  really  worth-while  things  of  our  campus 
experience. 

United  States  Senator  Morris  Sheppard,  of  Texas,  in 
characterizing  him  as  a  man  of  "the  highest  character  and 
integrity,"  and  as  a  man  "universally  beloved,  admired 
and  honored,"  drew  a  picture  of  him  as  I  knew  him  in 
his  youth.  Judge  John  J.  King,  a  leading  Texas  lawyer 
and  jurist  and  his  law  partner,  in  expressing  the  judgment 
that  he  had  "gained  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the 
greatest  jurists  Texas  has  ever  produced,"  drew  a  picture 
of  his  achievements  such  as  those  of  us  who  knew  him  at 
the  beginning  of  his  career  were  predicting  would  be  his 
lot  before  its  close. 

I  have  never  known  a  sweeter,  gentler,  more  lovable, 
more  unselfish  or  more  sterling  character  than  the  man 
whose  life  is  now  under  this  brief  review.  I  do  not  mean  to 
exaggerate.  He  had  his  limitations,  as  do  all  men.  He  was 
not  brilliant,  measured  by  certain  modern  standards. 
Yet  he  did  have  a  strong  and  well-balanced  mind.  He  had 
fine  judgment.  He  was  a  prodigious  worker.  He  was 
thorough,  painstaking,  accurate.  His  reasoning  was  by 
logical  processes.  You  could  always  rely  on  the  sanity 
of  his  conclusions.  He  had  the  poise  and  temperament  of 
a  judge.  He  adorned  the  bench.  He  knew  how  to  temper 
justice  with  mercy.  He  never  prejudged  anybody  or 
anything. 

Whence  came  our  many-sided  friend  and  what  did  he 
achieve?  William  Lee  Estes  was  born  at  Old  Boston, 
Texas,  now  a  vanishing  hamlet,  October  18,  1870.  The 
family  moved  to  Texarkana  several  years  later,  when  the 
city  was  incorporated  in  1874.  In  that  year  were  laid  the 
foundations  of  the  rambling  old  Colonial  home  occupied 
by  the  father  and  the  son  after  him.  His  father.  Judge 
Benjamin  Thomas  Estes,  had  won  distinction  as  a  judge 
in  Texas  before  him.  His  mother,  who  before  her  marriage 
was  Miss  Jessie  Annabelle  Hicks,  of  Jackson,  111.,  was  a 
woman  of  rare  character,  refinement  and  education. 

Young  Estes  was  sent  to  Virginia  to  school.  He 
graduated  with  the  honors  of  his  class  at  the  Wytheville 
Military  Academy  in  1888.  He  received  his  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1891,  again  with 
the  highest  honors  of  his  class.  Two  years  later  he  took 
his  law  degree  at  the  University  of  Texas,  where  he  won 
distinction  both  in  his  studies  and  in  literary  society  work. 
In  1926,  Hampden-Sydney,  observing  its  150th  anni- 
versary, conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

Beginning  legal  practice  in  Texarkana  in  1894,  under 
the  guidance  of  his  father,  he  attained  early  success.  He 
had  a  large  and  lucrative  practice,  involving  cases  of  great 
variety  and  importance. 


Active  in  business  affairs,  he  served  as  director  or 
officer  in  many  commercial  enterprises.  He  was  a  director 
of  the  Texarkana  National  Bank  for  twenty-six  years, 
and  was  Vice  President  and  General  Counsel  of  the 
Texarkana  and  Fort  Smith  Railway. 

His  other  activities,  professional,  social  and  civic,  were 
marked  by  service  as  President  of  the  Texas  Bar  Associa- 
tion; President  of  the  Texarkana  Board  of  Education; 
Trustee  of  the  Michael  Meagher  Hospital;  Trustee  of  the 
William  Buchanan  Foundation;  Elder  in  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church;  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association; 
member  of  the  American  Law  Institute;  member  of 
American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Sciences; 
member  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity;  member  of  the 
Masonic  Lodge  and  of  the  B.  P.  O.  E.,  and  member  of 
various  other  civic  organizations  in  which  he  took  more 
or  less  active  interest. 

Before  his  appointment  as  Judge  of  the  Eastern 
District  of  Texas,  he  had  been  mentioned  for  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals,  and  for  the  Supreme  Court  of  Texas. 
During  the  last  year  of  his  life  he  was  mentioned  for  a 
place  on  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  had  been 
recommended  for  appointment  to  an  additional  judgeship 
in  the  Fifth  Federal  Circuit  with  headquarters  at  New 
Orleans,  recently  created  by  Congress.  I  give  this  state- 
ment on  competent  authority. 

As  an  orator,  scholar  and  writer  Judge  Estes  gained 
wide  repute.  He  addressed  the  State  Bar  Association  on 
many  occasions,  the  American  Bar  Association,  and 
numerous  learned  societies.  His  addresses  on  "Roger  B. 
Taney"  and  "Our  Changing  Constitution,"  have  re- 
ceived widespread  and  favorable  mention  in  many  re- 
views. 

It  was  in  1920  that 
Woodrow  Wilson  to  fill 
District. 

A  wide  variety  of  litigation  was  adjudicated  by  him. 
Title  to  oil  lands  of  great  value,  rights  to  a  noted  gasoline 
manufacture  patent;  a  large  number  of  admiralty  claims 
and  other  matters  were  involved  in  cases  on  which  he  sat. 

"His  charges  to  juries  and  his  written  opinions  were," 
according  to  competent  critics,  "couched  in  careful, 
excellent  English,  and  his  grasp  of  legal  principles  and 
practice  was  thorough  and  extensive." 

Among  the  honors  most  cherished  by  Judge  Estes 
was  his  membership  in  Omicron  Delta  Kappa.  I  am  sure 
that  his  satisfaction  in  this  honor  sprang  not  merely  from 
the  ideals  of  the  organization,  but  also  from  the  fact  that 
it  constituted  another  reminder  of  the  halcyon  college 
days. 

One  of  his  most  notable  and  effective  speeches  entitled, 
"Law  Enforcement  and  the  Courts,"  has  apparently 
escaped  the  attention  of  the  biographers  who  reviewed 
his  life  for  the  newspapers  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  to 
whom  I  am  indebted  for  much  of  the  material  used  in 
this  article. 

Nor  did  his  newspaper  biographers  stress  his  fine  and 
deeply    religious    addresses,    so    characteristic   of    him — 


he  was  appointed  by  President 
a  vacancy  in  the  Eastern  Texas 
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"Taking  God  into  Account,"  "]'",lijah"  and  otiiers.  Tiic 
fact  is  that  Judge  Estes,  following  the  precept  and  example 
of  Godly  parents,  was  a  profoundly  religious  man.  He 
was  precisely  that  as  a  youth.  He  was  afraid  neither  to 
open  his  eyes  in  the  presence  of  nature  nor  to  close  them 
in  the  presence  of  God. 

Perhaps  I  may  be  permitted  to  sa}^  that  Estes  was 
"best  man"  at  my  marriage  in  1899.  Four  years  later, 
in  1903,  he  was  himself  married  to  the  charming  and 
cultured  and  devoted  Annie  Poindexter  Dunn  who, 
together  with  two  daughters,  Mrs.  John  W.  Mayo  and 
Mrs.  Evelyn  Estes,  survive.  He  was  greatly  attached  to 
his  family,  was  proud  of  them,  each  and  all,  and  tre- 
mendously loyal  to  them. 

Ordinarily  the  most  potent  influences  in  a  man's  life 
spring  out  at  the  home  and  the  environment  in  which 
he  is  reared.  "Judge  Estes,"  as  pointed  out  by  another 
writer,  "was  a  product  of  a  vanishing  old  Southern 
school  of  refinement,  culture  and  education.  The  son  of 
comfortably  wealthy  parents,  he  spent  most  of  his  youth 
at  educational  institutions.  Ancestry  and  environment 
contributed  to  the  demeanor  he  brought  to  the  judicial 
bench." 

I  believe  that  I  am  voicing  the  sentiments  of  the 
Class  of  '91,  and  indeed  of  all  who  love  Hampden-Sydney 
and  are  striving  to  keep  her  commandments,  when  I  say 
that  Lee  Estes  was  a  man  strong  in  those  qualities  that 
mark  genuine  manhood,  kind  and  just  in  all  his  dealings, 
always  manifesting  the  traits  of  a  winning  personality, 
of  a  courteous  manner  and  of  a  courageous  spirit  that 
determine  the  true  gentleman.  He  had  an  unusual 
capacity  for  friendships;  his  heart  overflowed  with  sym- 
pathy and  understanding.  He  loved  mercy  and  practiced 
justice.  He  was  ever  the  special  pleader  for  the  under- 
privileged. He  was  charitable  in  thought  and  deed,  even 
to  those  who  misunderstood  him  or  sought  to  do  him 
injustice.  He  loved  humanity. 

Perhaps  once  in  a  generation  there  comes  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  a  campus  leader  like  Lee  Estes  who  combines 
human  sympathy,  intellectual  power,  incorruptible  Chris- 
tian character,  high  qualities  of  leadership,  and  the  in- 
tuition to  know  when  to  seize  an  opportunity  and  to  turn 
it  to  advantage.  Certainly,  he  was  a  born  leader.  The 
choice  spirits  of  the  campus  never  questioned  that  leader- 
ship. The  careless  and  the  gossiping  tongue  had  no 
weight  with  him.  His  college-mates  honored  him  for  his 
true  idealism.  He  was  urbane,  approachable  and  lovable. 
Nothing  else  counted,  nothing  else  mattered,  with  him 
but  the  common  welfare  of  the  campus.  Those  of  us  who 
knew  him  in  the  springtime  of  life  were  never  surprised 
when  there  came  back  to  us  reports  that,  parallel  to  his 
great  professional  success,  he  was  constantly  devoting 
himself  to  humanity,  ever  obedient  to  the  call  of  civic 
organizations,  welfare  agencies,  church  boards  and  to  the 
needs  of  municipal,  state  and  national  affairs. 

It  is  the  glory  of  Hampden-Sydney  that  she  has 
produced,  and  still  produces,  men  whose  names,  out  of 
all  proportion  to  the  numerical  strength  of  her  output, 
find  their  way  into  Who's  Who.  Yet  few,  if  any,  of  these 
names,  representing  the  graduating  classes  of  the  last 
decade  of  the  nineteenth  century,  carry  with  them,  for 
those  of  us  who  knew  the  student  personnel  best  during 
this  college  period,  the  weight,  the  power  or  the  influence 
of  the  name  of  Estes,  whose  loyalty  to  the  great  old 
College  was  a  consuming  passion  of  his  life.  Whether  or 
not  it  is  possible  for  a  man  to  be  "without  sin,"  I  cannot 
say;  but,  if  it  is,  such  was  William  Lee  Estes. 


From  the  Dean's  Office 

AT  the  time  that  the  material  for  the  last  Record 
l\.  went  to  press  the  enrollment  for  the  session  1930- 
193  I  was  still  a  question.  The  figure  finally  reached  254, 
which  was  the  enrollment  for  1928-1929,  and  a  record 
figure  up  to  that  time,  but  is  about  twenty  under  the 
enrollment  for  1929-1930.  The  drought  throughout  the 
state  and  the  general  depression  is  the  obvious  explanation 
for  the  difference  in  numbers  between  this  session  and  the 
last.  So  far,  only  two  students  have  dropped  out  of 
College,  and  the  average  attendance  this  session  will  not 
be  much  behind  that  of  last  session 

The  loss  in  numbers  was  entirely  in  the  Freshman 
Class,  but  the  class  is  all  there  when  it  comes  to  qualit)^ 
Judged  by  the  intelligence  test  administered  by  Dr. 
Allan  It  is  the  best  class  since  the  Class  of  '30.  Its  average 
is  the  second  highest  since  intelligence  tests  have  been 
held  here. 

From  their  matriculation  cards  we  find  that  seventeen 
of  the  new  class  expect  to  enter  medicine,  thirteen  law, 
six  the  ministry,  six  business,  six  some  branch  of  en- 
gineering, four  teaching,  two  each  industrial  chemistry, 
dentistry  and  journalism.  The  ratio  of  B.  S.  to  B.  A. 
candidates  in  the  Freshman  Class  is  about  4.3.  This 
means  that  Hampden-Sydney  is  still  strong  for  the 
Classics;  and  as  further  evidence  of  this  at  least  two- 
fifths  of  the  student  body  are  taking  Latin  or  Greek,  or 
both. 

At  the  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  elections  in  the  fall 
William  De  Witt  Sloan,  of  Lonaconing,  Maryland,  and 
Edward  James  Agsten,  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  were 
chosen  from  the  Senior  Class;  and  Joseph  Kenneth 
Bradford,  of  Staunton,  Va.,  and  William  Edwin  Hemp- 
hill, of  Petersburg,  Va.,  were  chosen  from  the  Junior 
Class. 

At  the  initiation  of  these  men  the  following  honorary 
members  were  initiated: 

Rev.  James  Edward  Booker,  D.  D.  ('70),  of  Hampden- 
Sydney;  Loyal  Clark  Benedict  ('14),  of  Hampden- 
Sydney;  William  Francisco  Spotswood  ('94),  of  Peters- 
burg, Va.,  and  Edwin  Charles  Wade  ('07),  of  Bluefield, 
W.  Va. 


Virginia  Historical  Portraiture

ONE  of  the  most  interesting  and  valuable  books  that 
have  appeared  in  the  South  in  recent  years  has  been 
presented  to  the  Hampden-Sydney  Library  by  its  com- 
piler and  editor,  Dr.  Alexander  W.  Weddell.  The  book, 
Virginia  Historical  Portraiture,  158^,-1820,  puts  in  perma- 
nent form,  as  far  as  is  possible,  the  remarkable  exhibition 
of  Virginia  portraiture  collected  and  displayed  at  Virginia 
House  in  Richmond  in  the  spring  of  1929. 

This  collection  of  contemporary  portraits  of  personages 
associated  with  the  Colony  and  Commonwealth  of 
Virginia  between  the  years  1585  and  1830,  elicited  great 
interest  among  lovers  of  good  pictures,  antiquarians, 
historians  and  cultivated  poeple  in  general  throughout 
the  nation.  Fortunately,  this  valuable  material,  which 
could  be  only  temporarily  brought  together,  has  been 
welded  into  permanent  form. 
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The  material  has  been  assembled  wiih  a  thoroughness 
and  care  that  do  great  credit  to  its  compiler  and  editor. 
The  reproductions  of  the  portraits  are  excellent.  The 
biographical  sketches  are  interesting,  and  in  many  cases 
are  a  real  contribution  to  history.  The  introduction  and 
appendices  show  the  scholar's  touch  throughout  and  are 
not  only  a  valuable  part  of  the  volume,  but  will  be  a 
great  help  to  those  who  wish  to  pursue  the  subject  further. 

It  is  of  interest  to  lovers  of  Hampden-Sydney  that 
this  collection  contains  four  portraits  loaned  by  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  those  of  Jonathan  P.  Gushing,  Archibald 
Alexander,  John  Holt  Rice  and  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith. 
The  sketches  attached  to  these  paintings  are  ably  treated 
by  Dr.  Whiting,  of  our  College  Faculty,  and  by  Dr. 
Squires  of  the  Board. 

The  collection  also  includes  several  other  portraits  of 
men  who  were  connected  with  Hampden-Sydney;  namely, 
Richard  N.  Venable,  Abram  B.  Venable,  Joseph  Carrington 
Cabell,  Governor  William  H.  Cabell,  President  James 
Madison,  President  William  Henry  Harrison  and  Patrick 
Henry. 

The  College  is  most  grateful  to  Dr.  Weddell  for  this 
very  handsome  gift  to  our  Library.  Lovers  of  Virginia 
will  be  equally  grateful  to  him  for  this  contribution  to 
our  knowledge  of  her  past. 

Fug-itive  Sketches 

C.  C.  DICKINSON  RE-ELECTED  TO  CONGRESS 
It  was  with  great  satisfaction  that  Alumni  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  learned  of  the  return  of  Hon.  C.  C.  Dickinson  to 
Congress  from  the  Sixth  Missouri  District  at  the  November 
election.  Mr.  Dickinson,  after  having  represented  his  Dis- 
trict in  Congress  for  a  number  of  years,  with  great  credit  to 
his  state,  went  down  in  defeat  in  the  Hoover  landslide  of 
1928.  Though  past  the  age  at  which  many  men  are  ready 
to  retire  from  active  life,  Mr.  Dickinson  is  built  of  different 
stuff  and  was  determined  to  regain  his  seat  and  continue  in 
harness.  With  the  issues  not  beclouded  or  confused,  as  was 
the  case  in  the  1928  election,  Mr.  Dickinson's  merit  and 
ability  carried  him  into  office  this  year  by  a  very  large 
majority;  about  the  largest  which  he  has  received  in  any  of 
the  many  elections  in  which  he  has  been  returned  to  Congress. 


KIND  WORDS  FROM  AN  ALUMNUS 
A  loyal  Alumnus,  writing  to  a  prominent  man  in  the 
Middle  West  who  knew  nothing  about  Hampden-Sydney, 
said:  "I  regard  Hampden-Sydney  as  an  oasis  of  scholarship, 
remote  from  the  world  of  commerce  and  isolated  from  the 
noise  and  haste  of  the  competitive  age  that  beats  outside.

Dear  Brethren: 

Away  back  in  1824,  John  Holt  Rice,  one  of  the  early 
graduates  of  Hampden-Sydney,  exhorted  his  fellows  to 
form  an  "Immortal  Band,  pledged  to  each  other  by  all 
the  ties  of  youthful  friendship,  to  promote  the  interests 
of  their  Alma  Mater."  During  the  one  hundred  and  six 
years  since  then  many  attempts  have  been  made  to  keep 
up  this  Band  and  many  times  it  has  almost  died.

We  have 
published  a  Record  of  the  progress  of  the  College  and  the 
doings  of  its  graduates  and  ex-students.  I  am  sure  that 
you  all  heartily  approve  of  all  that  has  been  done  and 
wish  this  splendid  work  to  go  on. 

Now  I  regret  to  report  to  you  that  after  four  years  we 
find  that  the  Association  is  far  from  self-supporting.  But 
I  am  sure  that  you  want  the  work  to  go  on.  If  you  have 
not  done  so,  may  I  not  appeal  to  you  to  send  in  your  own 
membership  dues,  or  send  the  Treasurer  a  subscription.'' 
I  am  told  that  we  will  be  short  of  funds  with  which  to 
meet  the  expenses  in  two  months. 

We  must  not  lose  our  noble  Secretary.  He  has  done 
splendid  work,  and  his  good  wife  is  giving  her  services 
gratuitously  to  do  the  clerical  work,  so  that  we  really 
are  getting  the  help  of  two  efficient,  devoted  workers  for 
the  salary  of  one. 

I  am  sure  that  you  will  not  let  this  "Immortal  Band" 
die  for  the  want  of  your  help.

Gleanings  From  the 
Psychology  Department

THIS  YEAR'S  Freshman  Class  fell  a  prey,  as  usual, 
to  the  fiendish  devisiiigs  of  the  Intelligence  Testers,  but, 
like  Daniel  from  the  fiery  furnace,  came  out  unscathed — 
or  at  least  unfazed.  A  certain  red-headed  freshman  who 
entered  here  several  years  ago  and  had  his  I.  Q.  duly  tested 
soon  after  rushed  into  the  psychology  professor's  study  cry- 
ing: "I  know  I'm  dumb,  Doctor,  but  what  I  want  to  know 
is,  how  can  I  improve?"  This  manly  humility  may  stir 
within  the  bosoms  of  the  present  freshman  horde,  but  out- 
wardly they  give  no  scintilla  thereof.  Even  the  gloomy 
portals  of  Mcllwaine  and  Bagby  Halls,  which  mutely  pro- 
claim :  Abandon  hope  all  ye  icho  enter  here,  seem  powerless  to 
strike  dismay  into  the  hearts  of  these  gallant  yearlings.  Yea, 
the  most  austere  and  steely-eyed  of  the  Faculty  feel  strangely 
unable  to  break  down  the  cool  and  airy  sophistication  of  the 
crop  of  '34.    It  is  reassuring,  therefore,  to  know  that  this 


brazen  show  of  adolescent  wisdom,  even  before  the  sopho- 
moric  zenith,  is  not  entirely  a  hollow  pretense.  Wise  heads 
may  shake,  but  figures  seem  to  prove  that  this  is  one  of  the 
best  Freshman  Classes  we  have  had  for  some  time.  The 
median  score  is  the  second  best  in  the  last  eight  5'ears,  being 
one  and  one-half  points  below  that  of  the  banner  class  of 
'30;  but  the  chief  feature  is  the  small  number  of  low  scores, 
only  three  being  below  what  we  consider  the  deadline. 
Students  falling  short  of  this  intelligence  level  almost  in- 
variably fail  on  half  or  more  of  their  courses  and  soon  drop 
out.  For  consolation's  sake,  we  add  that  about  half  of  those 
dropped  by  the  College,  or  choosing  to  run  ere  dropped,  are 
bright,  but  trifling  time-wasters  who  are  often  awakened  by 
the  departing  jolt. 

But  "the  written  troubles  of  the  brain"  which  befog 
and  harass  are  often  those  which  weigh  upon  the  heart  and 
rack  the  nerves.  This  year,  our  conscientious  and  capable 
college  physician.  Dr.  Ray  A.  Moore,  '00,  gave  to  the  fresh- 
men, with  the  cooperation  of  the  Psychological  Department,  a 
psychoneurotic  test  designed  to  reveal  nervous  weaknesses  and 
tendencies.  Only  three  of  the  new  men  were  shown  by  this 
test  to  be  definitely  psychoneurotic,  though  two  or  three 
others  have  a  trend  in  this  direction.  Fortunately,  then,  the 
vast  majority  of  our  students  are  of  sound  nerves  and 
mentally  normal. 

A  few  further  statistics  may  be  of  interest :  This  year's 
football  players,  first  team,  average  fifteen  points  higher  than 
the  median  intelligence  score  of  the  student  body.  The  fifty 
odd  freshmen  pledged  to  the  various  social  fraternities  this 
fall  have  a  median  intelligence  score  identical  with  that  of 
the  class  to  which  they  belong.  As  usual,  the  highest  and 
lowest,  the  most  brilliant  and  the  most  "moronic"  freshmen, 
were  among  those  picked  for  social  and  fraternal  purposes. 
The  freshman's  I.  Q.  cuts  no  ice  either  way  and  the  Greeks 
evidently  choose  him  for  his  other  charms.  But  eligibility  for 
the  Dean's  Honor  Roll  is  a  different  story.  The  twenty-five 
students  making  the  First  Honor  Roll  last  session  averaged 
twenty-eight  points  above  the  median  intelligence  level  of  the 
student  body.  Of  a  large  group  of  students  given  another 
intelligence  test,  similar  to  the  one  they  took  on  entering, 
after  one,  two  and  three  years  of  college  life,  the  seniors  had 
improved  on  the  average  twenty-eight  points,  the  juniors 
twenty-two  points  and  the  sophomores  eighteen  points.  It 
looks  as  though  Hampden-Sydney  training  did  something  in 
the  way  of  developing  "gray  matter."  Some  explain  the 
College's  top-notch  rating  in  ff'ho's  IVho  in  terms  of  tradi- 
tions, heredity,  fine  clientele  and  good  Presbyterian  stock. 
But  there  is  something  to  be  said  for  the  old  grindstone- 
mental-discipline  theory,  especially  in  the  teacher-student 
intimacy  of  the  small  college.  The  figures  just  given  seem  to 
prove  it. 

Forensics 

WITH  SEVEN  tried  and  true  varsity  debaters  back, 
the  forensic  prospects  for  the  season  look  hopeful. 
The  squad  was  replenished  by  the  Fall  Tryout,  held  in 
October,  when  three  new  men  were  picked  from  among  ten 
keen  contestants.  The  winners  selected  by  this  ordeal  to  join 
the  Debate  Squad  were:  Charles  E.  Troland,  '32,  Fleet 
Dillard,  ' t,!,,  and  Edwin  W.  Simpson,  '^^.  All  three  of  these 
men  were  considered  by  the  judges  very  promising  material. 
Launching  their  attack  with  fresh  ardor  our  debaters  hope 
to     reform     the     world     in     two     respects ;     economic     and 
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social.  The  two  chief  subjects  of  debate  this  season  are: 
Resolved,  thnt  the  present  elitiin  store  system  is  opposed  to  the 
hest  interests  of  the  American  public;  and  Resolved,  thnt 
the  emergence  of  luoman  from  the  home  is  a  regrettable 
feature  of  present  society.  The  schedule,  so  far  as  arranged, 
is  as  follows :

DRAMATICS  at  Hampden-Sydney  had  a  very  auspi- 
cious beginning  this  year  in  a  joint  play  with  the  Farm- 
ville  State  Teachers'  College  Club.  This  is  the  third  year 
that  Miss  Leola  ^Vheeler,  Dramatic  Coach  of  the  State 
Teachers'  College,  has  directed  the  united  efforts  of  the  two 
clubs  to  present  a  high-class  perfomiance  for  play  lovers  of 
Farmville  and  The  Hill.

WHEN  COLLEGE  opened  this  fall  the  Union-Philan- 
thropic Literary  Society,  comprising  some  fifteen  or 
twenty  active  members  brought  over  from  last  year,  entered 
upon  the  second  session  of  its  youthful  career.  The  first 
few  regular  meetings  were  spent  almost  entirely  in  arranging 
the  details  of  organization  for  the  present  session.  Professors 
D.  Maurice  Allan  and  Freeman  H.  Hart  were  unanimously 
elected  as  Faculty  Advisors  to  the  Society,  and  it  is  a  source 


of  great  satisfaction  to  the  Society  that  both  these  gentlemen 
accepted  the  tendered  offices.  It  is  our  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  them  for  their  valuable  assistance. 
After  a  discussion  lasting  through  several  meetings  it  was 
decided  that  the  Constitution  stood  in  need  of  a  number  of 
amendments  and  considerable  general  revision.  That  work, 
immediately  set  upon,  has  been  duly  completed  and  each  of 
the  officers  of  the  Society  is  now  provided  with  a  mimeo- 
graphed copy  of  the  revised  Constitution.

Hampden-Sydney's  New  Water  Supply 

//V//  Drilled  300  Feet  Thruugh  Ruck  Brings 
100,000  Gallons  in  24.  hours 

Hampden-Sydney  now  has  an  abundant  water  supply.  The  well- 
drilling  which  has  been  going  on  for  eight  weeks  was  finished  November 
7th,  when  a  bold  stream  of  water  was  tapped  at  340  feet.  Approximate- 
ly 300  feet  were  drilled  through  rock,  which  was  a  variety  of  granite.  The 
pumping  tests  were  completed  Tuesday  and  showed  a  flow  of  more 
than  100,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours.  The  water  is  clear  and  soft 
and  will  give  a  supply  five  times  in  excess  of  the  present  maximum 
need  of  the  College  community — Farmville  Herald.

During  the  World  War  he  was  identified  with  the  analytical 
research  activities  of  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service  at  the  Ameri- 
ican  University  Experiment  Station,  Washington,  D.  C."

Robert  Lee  Owen,  1893,  for  many  years  a  hardware  merchant  in 
Lexington,  Va.,  and  for  the  last  ten  years  treasurer  of  the  town,  died  at 
his  home  in  Lexington,  December  7,  1930,  after  a  month's  illness.  His 
wife  was  Miss  Louise  Brockcnbrough  who,  with  three  daughters,  survives 
him. 

Many  friends  of  James  G.  Scott,  1909,  will  regret  to  learn  of  the 
death  of  his  father.  Rev.  F.  G.  Scott,  D.  D.,  which  occurred  December 

6,  1930,  at  his  home  in  Petersburg,  Va.  ."Vfter  many  years  of  active  service  J 

as  rector  of  churches  in  South  Carolina  and  Virginia,  Dr.  Scott  was  I 

Vice  Principal  and  Professor  of  History  and  Greek  in  the  Bishop  Payne  I 

Divinity  School   in  Petersburg,  and   for  many  years  he  was  examining  I 

chaplain  for  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Mrginia.  1 

John  Riley  Edmunds,  1915,  of  Halifax,  Va.,  was  killed  in  an  auto- 
mobile accident,  October  31,  1930.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Henry  H. 
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Edmunds,  Esq.,  of  Halifax,  and  was  the  brother  of  three  of  our  Hampden- 
Sydney  boys.  Dr.  Louis  H.  Edmunds,  1922,  Richard  Coles  Edmunds, 
1925,  and  Robert  Edmunds,  of  the  present  student  body.  During  the 
World  War  Mr.  Edmunds  first  served  in  the  cavalry  and  was  later 
transferred  to  Company  F  104th  Ammunition  Train.  About  a  year's 
service  at  Camp  McClellan  and  ten  months  overseas  completed  his 
record  in  the  Army.  Of  this  brilliant  young  man.  The  South  Boston 
News  says,  "The  world  was  better  for  his  having  lived  in  it." 

The  Greensboro  (N.  C),  Daily  News,  of  September  28,  1930,  con- 
tains an  interesting  article  in  which  occurs  a  rather  full  statement  of  the 
life  and  work  of  Captain  "Jack"  Edwards,  one  of  the  first  engineers  on 
the  Western  North  Carolina  Railroad.  His  name  does  not  occur  in  our 
records,  but  the  article  referred  to  states:  "Leaving  Hampden-Sydney 
College  at  the  age  of  twenty-three  to  join  the  Confederate  .'\rmy,  Captain 
Edwards  was  already  a  soldier  when  Lincoln  issued  his  call  for  troops 
on  April  15,  i85i.  And  when  Lee  surrendered  at  .Appomattox,  in  1865, 
Captain  Jack  was  right  there.  Captain  Edwards  was  in  Latham's 
Battery,  A.  N.  V.,  and  most  of  the  time  was  with  either  Lee  or  Jackson 
in  the  Virginia,  Maryland  or  Pennsylvania  campaigns  ...  At  the  Bloody 
Angle,  on  the  field  of  action.  Gen.  Lee  personally  promoted  Captain 
Edwards  for  saving  his  three  guns  from  capture.  He  died  last  year  at 
the  age  of  ninety-two." 

(Can  any  of  our  readers  give  information  about  Captain  Edward's 
student  days  at  Hampden-Sydney.') 

Frank  B.  Hutton,  1910,  after  leaving  Hampden-Sydney  was  a 
student  at  Emory  and  Henry  College  and  at  the  Virginia  Military 
Institute.  He  graduated  in  medicine  at  the  Medical  College  of  \'irginia 
in  1914.  He  married  Miss  Mary  W.  Gregory,  January  20,  191 5.  When 
the  World  War  claimed  his  services,  he  enlisted  as  lieutenant  in  the 
Medical  Corps.  LI.  S.  A.,  127  Field  Hospital,  3 2d  Division.  After  five 
months'  service  in  the  L'nited  States  he  was  transferred  overseas  and 
served  there  with  the  32d  Division,  which  participated  in  every  battle 
in  which  American  troops  were  engaged.  He  was  promoted  from  lieu- 
tenant to  captain  in  the  Medical  Corps  while  abroad.  Dr.  Hutton  died 
June  29,  1930. 

Edward  Burns  Campbell,  1891,  died  at  the  home  of  his  brother, 
Mr.  Lyle  Campbell,  near  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  October  25,  1930.  At 
College  he  was  a  member  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Fraternity;  later,  he 
studied  for  the  Presbyterian  Ministry,  graduating  from  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  1895.  He  was  pastor  of  various  groups  of  churches 
in  Virginia,  West  Virginia  and  Maryland.  In  1910  he  retired  from  the 
active  ministry  because  of  ill  health.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Mildred  Wilson  Campbell,  and  by  two  sons,  Ned.  B.  Campbell,  Jr.,  and 
James  W.  Campbell.  He  was  buried  in  the  old  Tuscarora  Church 
cemetery  among  several  generations  of  his  ancestors.  A  correspondent 
says:  "I  do  not  believe  there  ever  lived  a  more  generous  and  unselfish 
soul  than  Ned  Burns  Campbell." 

The  newspapers  report  the  death  of  John  Dickerson  Lewis,  1888, 
for  a  long  time  a  resident  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.  His  death  occurred 
at  Upperville,  Va.,  March  5,  1930. 

Archibald  Graham  Mcllwaine,  1877,  died  October  17,  1930,  at  his 
home  in  Tyler,  Texas.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine, 
so  long  identified  with  Hampden-Sydney  and  for  twenty-one  j'ears 
(i883-i904)its  distinguished  President.  ^Ir.  Mcllwaine  bore  the  name 
of  his  grandfather,  a  merchant  of  Petersburg,  a  Trustee  of  the  College 
1 848-1876  and  one  of  Hampden-Sydney 's  most  useful  friends  and  most 
liberal  supporters.  In  early  life  Mr.  Mcllwaine  settled  in  Texas  and  was 
a  lawyer  of  state-wide  reputation.  His  two  brothers,  Clement  Read, 
1878  and  J.  Stephenson,  1892,  also  lawyers,  died  some  years  ago.  His 
sisters.  Miss  Lizzie,  Anne  (Mrs.  William  Dunn)  and  Martha  (Mrs. 
Frazer)  are  residents  of  Richmond,  Va. 

A  friend  said  of  him:  "He  was  honest  and  truthful,  courageous  and 
just,  liberal  and  charitable;  and  his  death  is  greatly  mourned  by  the 
people  of  this  city,  especially  by  his  host  of  tried  and  faithful  friends  to 
whom  he  was  bound  by  ties  of  friendship  stronger  than  hooks  of  steel." 

A  report  received  recently  as  to  Dr.  Sydney  James  Smith,  1888, 
says  briefly,  without  date  or  comment,  "died  some  time  ago."  He  was  a 
physician  in  Houston,  Texas. 

Dr.  Charles  Bledsoe  Crute,  1900,  died  in  the  Memorial  Hospital  in 
Richmond,  October  9,  1930,  as  the  result  of  an  automobile  accident. 
He  was  the  son  of  the  late  Judge  J.  M.  Crute,  of  Farmville,  Va.,  and 
was  a  graduate  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  of  the 
South  in  1902,  taking  graduate  work  in  New  York  hospitals.  Dr.  Crute 
had  practiced  his  profession  in  Farmville  continuously,  except  for  a 
brief  stay  in  West  Virginia;  though  his  war  service  kept  him  abroad 
for  several  years.  This  service  was  a  distinguished  one.  He  enlisted  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  June  20,  1917,  as  first  lieutenant  in  the  medical 
department;  served  in  America  at  Whipples  Barracks,  Arizona,  and 
at  Fort  McPherson,  Ga.;  went  overseas  September  17,  1917,  and  was 


assigned  to  the  British  Forces;  served  in  Belgium,  France  and  Italy; 
served  on  transports  taking  wounded  soldiers  to  India,  Egypt  and 
South  Africa;  transferred  back  to  the  United  States  Army  after  the 
Armistice;  was  once  wounded  and  later  promoted  to  captaincy  in  the 
Aledical  Service. 

Dr.  Crute  was  regarded  as  a  skillful  physician  and  was  a  popular 
citizen.  In  June,  1905,  he  married  Miss  Bessie  Martin,  of  Farmville, 
who  survives  with  one  daughter.  Miss  Elizabeth  Crute. 

The  American  Legion,  of  which  he  was  a  prominent  member,  took 
charge  of  the  funeral  arrangements  and  muffled  taps  were  sounded  when 
the  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  Farmville  cemetery. 

News  has  been  received  of  the  death  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  of  Harry 
I.ucien  Stevenson,  1900,  on  September  22,  1930.  His  remains  were 
brought  to  Winchester,  Va.,  for  burial.  His  wife,  two  daughters,  and  a 
son  survive  him. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  of  E.x-Governor  William  Alexander 
MacCorkle  which  occurred  at  his  home  in  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  September 
-4i  '93°-  Tic  end  came  as  the  result  of  pneumonia — superinduced, 
probably,  by  over  exertion  in  the  discharge  of  his  many  private  and 
public  duties. 

Like  so  many  other  great  men,  Governor  MacCorkle  was  a  native  of 
Rockbridge  County,  Va.  He  was  the  son  of  William  and  Mary  Morrison 
MacCorkle  and  was  born  in  Lexington,  Va.,  May  7,  1857.  He  was  an 
alumnus  of  Washington  and  Lee  LIniversity,  where  he  received  the 
I^.  B.  degree  in  1879.  Since  that  time  he  had  practiced  law  in  Charleston, 
W.  Va.,  a  prominent  Democrat  and  serving  his  state  and  party  well. 
His  services  were  appreciated  and  rewarded,  and  he  held  the  most 
exalted  offices  in  the  gift  of  the  people  of  West  Virginia. 

He  was  prosecuting  attorney  of  Charleston,  1880-S9;  Governor  of 
West  \'irginia,  1S92-97,  and  State  Senator,  1910-14. 

In  1917-18,  Governor  MacCorkle  was  in  charge  of  the  Liberty 
Loan  Campaigns  in  West  Virginia. 

In  spite  of  exacting  professional  duties.  Governor  MacCorkle  had 
been  a  prolific  writer  and  was  much  sought  as  a  platform  lecturer. 
Among  his  writings  may  be  noticed  "So7ne  Southern  Questions,"  "The 
Monroe  Doctrine,"  "The  Book  of  the  White  Sulphur,"  and  numerous 
and  able  articles  on  trade  and  industrial  subjects. 

Honorary  degrees  came  to  him  in  full  measure.  The  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  by  his  Alma  Mater  in  1907  and  by  the 
University  of  West  Virginia  in  1893.  The  latter  made  him  a  Doctor  of 
Civil  Law  in  1918  and  Hampden-Sydney  a  Doctor  of  Letters  in  1926. 

His  wife,  long  dead,  was  Miss  Belle  Goshorn.  His  only  surviving 
child  is  Hon.  William  G.  MacCorkle,  of  the  Class  of  1904,  lawyer  of 
Charleston,  W.  Va. 

We  have  been  notified  of  the  death  of  Edward  Holmes  Reinhart 
who  was   here  the  session  1926-27.

In 
meetings,  both  in  this  state  and  out  of  it,  Mr.  Martin's 
voice  has  always  been  raised  in  the  interest  of  clean  ath- 
letics, and  his  plea  has  been  for  the  organization  of  College 
Athletics  upon  a  wholesome  foundation. 

That  Mr.  Martin's  ability  is  known  and  appreciated 
is  shown  by  the  positions  of  honor  and  trust  which  he  has 
held  in  the  S.  I.  A.  A.  Councils  over  a  period  of  many  years. 
By  many  persons  he  is  known  as  the  leading  authority  in 
the  South  on  College  Athletics. 

Mr.  Martin,  in  the  classroom  and  out  of  it,  is  a  believer 
in  boys.  Not  being  burdened  with  any  undue  formality, 
he  has  always  preferred  the  sincere  and  the  genuine  to  the 
affected  and  unnatural.  This  attitude  on  the  part  of 
Air.  Martin  has  won  him  the  lasting  friendship  of  hundreds 
of  boys  who  have  come  in  contact  with  him  during  his 
teaching  career. 
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Football  Review

NOT  MANY  games  were  won  the  past  fall,  but  the 
players  and  coaches  fee!  that  the  season  was  a  success. 
People  who  do  not  weigh  values  accurately  depend  entirely 
on  the  score  of  the  game  for  a  yardstick  in  measuring  success. 
The  score  is  not  always  a  fair  basis  for  weight  values.  Our 
game  with  William  and  Mary  is  a  clear-cut  example  of  this. 
The  Indians  won  ij-o.  To  the  average  follower  of  football 
the  Tigers  were  beaten  decisively.  To  the  student  of  the 
game  and  to  those  familiar  with  the  difference  in  enrollment 
and  conditions  existing  at  the  two  colleges,  the  game  was 
undoubtedly  a  victory  for  the  Garnet  and  Grey.  William 
and  Mary  was  not  only  undefeated,  but  unscored  on  in  the 
Virginia  Conference.  In  the  closest  Conference  game  Rich- 
mond had  held  them  to  a  19-0  score.  A  powerful  Harvard 
team  had  been  tied  13-13,  in  November.  Sports  writers 
and  coaches  predicted  scores  ranging  from  30  to  50  points. 
All  this,  combined  with  the  fact  that  Hampden-Sydney  has 
had  less  athletic  material  than  usual,  leads  us  to  feel  that 
our  boys  deserve  worlds  of  credit  for  team  play  and  outstand- 
ing courage  in  keeping  with  the  fine  traditions  of  the  "Small 
College  Great." 

The  Richmond  game  is  another  clear-cut  example.  Our 
worthy  opponents  of  Westhampton  outweighed  us  several 
pounds  per  man.  Their  team  was  not  only  heavier  but  more 
experienced.  They  returned  practically  the  entire  line-up 
of  the  previous  season.  The  advance  dope  favored  the 
Spiders  by  two  or  three  touchdowns.  Time  and  again  com- 
parative scores  have  given  the  Richmond  team  the  edge,  only 
to  have  the  Tigers  upset  the  dope  completely  in  the  last  quarter 
of  the  game.  In  the  past  five  years,  Hampden-Sydney  has 
come  to  the  front  with  four  whirlwind  finishes,  dropping 
only  one  game  by  the  margin  of  one  point.  This  year,  with 
the  lightest  team  in  a  decade,  the  Tigers  checked  the  Red 
and  Blue  attack  better  than  some  of  our  powerful  teams  of 
the  past.  Not  a  single  time  did  the  Richmond  machine  pene- 
trate inside  our  thirty-yard  line.  In  the  closing  minutes  of 
the  game  our  light  but  valiant  little  field  general,  Tommy 


Toone,  was  driving  his  men  for  consistent  gains  deep  into 
Richmond  territory  \y\\tn  his  attack  was  checked  by  the 
referee's  whistle  ending  the  game.

It  is  with  pride  we  point  to  his  honorable  mention 
for  "All-American  End"  by  several  of  the  leading  coaches 
of  the  country. 

If  all  managers  were  as  efficient  and  thoughtful  as  Ed 
Agsten,  coaches  would  have  fewer  gray  hairs  at  the  end  of  the 
season.  My  only  regret,  and  I  am  sure  the  squad  agrees 
with  me,  is  that  Ed  cannot  be  with  us  for  several  more  years. 
Charles  Friedman,  another  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  boy,  will 
take  over  the  duties  of  manager  for  1931  and  I  am  sure  will 
measure  up  to  the  high  standards  set. 

Captain-elect  Billy  Powell,  of  Richmond,  has  the  stuff 
great  leaders  are  made  of.  Hc;  is  a  fighter;  he  is  at  his  best 
when  the  odds  are  against  him.  He  reached  the  heights 
against  the  powerful  Cornell  team,  just  as  former  Captain 
Worden  and  other  great  Tiger  leaders  have  done.  He  is 
smart,  aggressive  and  a  close  student  of  the  game.  Possess- 
ing a  pleasing  personality,  he  should  rally  men  to  him  and 
I  look  for  great  things  from  him,  both  as  a  leader  and  as  a 
player.
